While  we  grow  nearly  all  varieties,  both  from  cuttings  and  by  budding,  we  would  especially 
recommend  budded  plants  for  florists’  use.  There  are  a great  many  varieties  which  both  grow 
and  blossom  much  more  freely  on  budded  stock  than  on  own  x’oots,  and  as  all  florists  know 
enough  about  them  to  remove  any  suckers  that  may  appear,  their  only  objectionable  quality  is 
done  away  with.  Our  budded  plants  are  worked  low  on  Manetti  stocks,  kept  free  from  suckers, 
and  are  in  every  way  first  class.

*tCrimsoin  Globe  (3),  moss.  A beautiful  crimson;  large,  very  double;  desirable. 

*Dawson  (5 ),  hybrid  multiflora.  An  exceedingly  promising  new  hybrid,  obtained  by  crossing 
the  Rosa  Multiflora  with  the  well-known  Gen.  Jacqueminot.  The  result  is  a vigorous, 
hardy  plant,  with  a tendency  to  climb  high.  The  flowers  appear  in  clusters  of  from  ten 
to  forty,  and  as  the  different  buds  come  into  bloom  in  succession,  the  flowering  season  is 
continued  for  a long  time.  The  color  of  flowers  is  a light  rose-pink.  The  plant  seems 
perfectly  hardy,  and  when  it  attains  full  size,  it  will  probably  cover  a space  fully  twenty 
feet  square. 

*t£ar(  of  Duffer  in  (3),  hybrid  perpetual.  One  of  the  finest  roses  of  recent  years.  Rich, 
brilliant,  velvety  crimson,  shaded  with  dark  maroon;  large,  full,  finely  formed;  deliglit- 
v fully  fragrant;  a vigorous  grower ; one  of  the  finest  dark  roses. 

^Empress  of  China  (5),  climbing.  A View  and  very  valuable  perpetual  blooming  climber 
introduced  by  us.  Commences  flowering  the  last  of  May,  and  except  under  some 
especially  trying  circumstance,  such\as  a protracted  drought,  it  will  bloom  continuously 
till  very  late  in  the  fall.  In  vigor  ofVrowth,  it  is  unsurpassed.  The  flowers  are  small 
but  very  delicate  and  waxy;  somewhat  fragrant,  and  are  borne  profusely.  The  bud  is 
of  especially  pretty  form,  being  pointed,  very  shapely,  and  of  just  the  right  size  for  the 
buttonhole.  The  open  flower  is  nearly  double  and  has  much  the  appearance  of  a Tea 
Rose.  The  color  is  dark  red  in  the  bud,  a&d  changes  as  the  flower  opens,  and  grows 
older,  to  a lighter  red,  or  pink,  like  an  apple-blossom.  We  have  had  the  name  copy-

*|Paul  Neyron  (2 ),  hybrid  perpetual.  Deep  rose-color ; enormously  large;  by  far  the  largest 
rose  in  cultivation;  a free  bloomer;  very  desirable  as  a garden  rose;  valuable  for 
forcing ; good  tough  foliage ; wood  rather  smooth ; a grand  variety. 

t Persian  Yellow  (2),  Austrian.  Bright  yellow;  small;  'nearly  full;  well-formed;  the  finest 
of  all  hardy  yellow  roses.

Rosy-red,  frequently  with  white  stripe;  good  size, 
double;  very  vigorous  grower  and  free-bloomer. 

ISalet  [2],  moss.  Light-rose;  large,  full;  especially  pretty  in  the  bud;  an  especially  free 
bloomer;  one  of  the  best  of  its  class. 

*tSir  Rowland  Hill  [4],  hybrid  perpetual.  A grand  new  rose  of  a distinct  dark-purple  color;
